Allentown, Pa., Jan. 9.—Hopelessly 
deadlocked on the question of the in­ 
nocence or guilt of the defendant, the

Philadelphia, Jan. ‘J.-- A sweeping 
investigation of the entire postal set 
vice of the United States, intended 
primarily to effect a standardization 
of methods and an increase in et!) 
cliency, was begun in this city by a 
committee of six experts appointed bj 
Postm aster General Burleson. 
Similar commissions are at work ii' 
all the larger cities in the country 
giving attention to local as well a- 
general needs. 
The 
Investigators In philadelphia 
are William ll. Spilman, superintend 
ent of the city delivery division of tin 
postoffice department; J. H. Cal.an 
an 
assistant to the first 
assistant 
postm aster general; J. Leo Shelley, a 
special agent; Frank Frazier, a posts 
inspector, all cf Washington, togethei 
with John Y. Heltby, a Philadelphif 
inspector. Another inspector will job 
the commission later. 
Philadelphia, according to Mr. Spil 
man, has been selected by the post 
m aster general as one of the place! 
where model offices are to Le organ!* 
cd, equipped and operated as “dyna 
mos from which to charge the enfin 
chain and system of offices through 
out the country.” 
It will be the ef 
fort at these Initial points, he said, t* 
discover the best practicable way tc 
adm inister 
the 
postal 
facilities a 
hand and to test out new devices anc 
methods. 
Every phase of the' postal service ii 
Philadelphia will be studied, including 
the collection and delivery of mail 
methods of handling in the poetoffices 
the character of the various building- 
and facilities for dispatching mall by 
trains. W hatever of value is discovered 
iii Philadelphia may be applied in oth 
er cities and vice versa. 
Mr. Spilman said that if the com 
mission found that Philadelphia wa 
in need of a new postoffice building It 
would not hesitate to make such a re 
commendation to the departm ent a* 
Washington. 
If It is discovered, he 
said, that, certain sections of the city 
ar- not receiving the number of deRv 
cries that the volume of mail just!

They Are Accused of Sw indling Manu­ 


facturers Out of $300,000 Worth of 


Goods Through Conspiracy. 


Philadelphia, .Jan. 9.—On the charge 
of operating 
one of 
the 
< l e v e re t 
schemes to defraud which postal in­ 
spectors have ever had occas-lon to in­ 
vestigate, three men were held under 
hsavy bail for a further hearing on 
im 19, when arraigned before United 
States Coramisioned Edmunds. 
Their operations are alleged to have 
netted them more than $300,OOO. Tile 
men are Charles J. Greenfield, alias 
“Bad Eye Charley,’* who was held 
under bonds of $12,000; Samuel Brown 
and Myer Rotman, both of whose ball 
was fixed at $10,000. 
The base of the operations of the 
trio was In Philadelphia and St. Louis, 
and the frauds themselves have ex­ 
tended over a period of six years. 
Greenfield, who is said to be Hie or­ 
ganizer of 
the conspira* y, operates 
the Southwark Knitting company. Rot 
Egan and Brown are ostensibly engag 
cd in the same business. 
The men were arrested after long 
months of investigation on the part 
Of Hie postal authorities under Thief 
Postal Inspector Gortelyou. Ct rte’you 
was the only witness. 
in testifying Cortelyou told how the 
men had worked their alleged swindle. 
They organised separate firma, it was 
declared, handling knitted goods. One 
firm would order a moderate supply of 
stock from a wholesale house and pay 
Its bill promptly. 
The 
second firm 
would then order a much larger sup­ 
ply, giving the name of the first firm 
as referent e. 
When tile goods were delivered to 
the designated add re; s, they were at 
once shipped to another city. and the 
firm which received it would tile au 
application for bankrupt! y. Whole ale 
firms all over the United State 
i ire 
alleged to ha^e been victimised In this 
manner. 
•'* 
The alleged, swindler* were trailed 
through railroad shipments and bank­ 
ruptcy court proc*<**dlngs In several 
states by Cl IX West, of the St. Louis 
Credit Men's association; Postal In­ 
spector J. M. Swenson, of St. Louis, 
and Postal Inspectors Cortelyou, Smith 
and Nicholson, of Philadelphia. 
The men had returned to Philadel­ 
phia from a tour of the country when 
arrested. They also ope rated, it is .-aid. 
in East St. Louis, K am as City, Harris 
burg, Reading, Carlisle, Wilmington. 
Del., and Newark, N. J. In the e cities 
they had o il cen or stores. 
The most recent Hcbefu**, said by the 
postal Inspectors to have been oper­ 
ated by the prisoners, was the Great 
W estern Jobbing company, which the 
men are said 1° have left Philadelphia 
to establish in St. Louis. 


At the same time they started the 
firm of Morris M. Lubovitz, in East 
St. Louis. 
The Lubov It?, firm blusht 
a small order from an eastern firm 
and made prompt settlement, discount­ 
ing its bili. 
The Great Western .lobbing com- \ 
pany next 
ordered a large bill cf 
goods fro mtiie eastern firm and gave 
the firm of Lubovitz as its credit ref- 
ere nee. 
The Lubovitz firm bad estate 
I [shed its credit by prompt settlement, 
and Its word was therefore accepted 
as sufficient guarantee for the Great 
Western Jobbing company. 
As soon as the goods arrived they 
were reshipped to retail stores in tho 
east, prim (pally in Philadelphia aud 
small u p state towns. 
When 
creditors 
finally began to 
press the band decamped over night, 
and did not even leave an inkwell as 
an asset for the deceived creditors, 
the inspectors relate.
